NEW YORK. (.P)—State Attor¬ 
ney General John J. Bennett, jr., 
today asked in state supreme 
court that all partners of the New 
York .stock exchange firm of 
Paine. Webber & Co., a leading 
commission hou.se with offices in 
19 cities, be forever enjoined from 
engaging in the .securities business 
in New York state on the ground 
of alleged frauds against the pub¬ 
lic. 

Bennett, In allegations sworn to 
by his assi.stant, John R. O'Han¬ 
lon, accused the partners of em¬ 
ploying fraudulent practices upon 
the state and upon the public in 
connection with substitution of 
"unmarketable” .securities of 'lit¬ 
tle or no value" for diversified 
portfolios of a number of invest¬ 
ment tru.sts in which the public 
invested approximately $16,000,- 
000 . 

Nineteen individuals and four 
corporations are named as defend¬ 
ants in arldition to the Paine, 
Webber group. 

During the pa.st six months, ac¬ 
cording to O'Hanlon's supporting 
affidavit, operations involved "at 
least six investment tru.sts repre- 
■senting an aggregate public in¬ 
vestment of over .$16,000,000." 

These trusts, he .said, were: 
First Income Trading Corp., Con¬ 
tinental Securities Corp., Reyn¬ 
olds Investing Co., Inc., insuran- 
shares Corp. of Delaware. Bond 


CERBERE, France. (JP) — Many 
of the 2000 residents of this little 
French frontier town huddled un¬ 
derground until early morning 
hours today, seeking protection 
from eight insurgent Spanish air 
raiders who bombed both sides of 
the border. 

■Village authorities rushed the 
citizens to safety last night in 
the railroad tunnel several hun¬ 
dred yards long that connects 
Cerbere with the neighboring 
Spanish town. Port Bou. 

Not a single bomb, however, 
struck Port Bou, although for the 
41st time it was insurgent avia¬ 
tors’ objective. 

Three persons here were 
wounded by flying glass, windows 
and doorways of the international 
shattered.

construction), surveyors, retail 
store (department heads, sales 
people, buyeis), bank tellers, and 
Junior college and high school stu¬ 
dents for part-time work. 

The women’s department flies 
contain hundreds of efficient 
housekeepers, maids, waitresses, 
hotel personnel, and workers for 
all types of packing and canning 
operations. More than 1600 young 
and middle-aged women arc avail¬ 
able for employmenc. 


Business men are confronted by 
obstacles in locating efficient help. 
Ranchers aren’t always successful 
in getting responsible farm labor. 


Hit-miss hiring often brings about 
these troubles. 

That's why Manager Roy Fer¬ 
guson of the California State Em¬ 
ployment Service is endeavoring 
to work employment out on a 
scientific basis. He believes he 
has found a solution and invites 
employers to use his office when 
hiring help. 

A new employe oftentimes fails 
to fit into household, professional 
or farm duties because of inexperi¬ 
ence, improper training or lack of 
a peculiar mental bent to handle 
the Job. Before any applicant 
from the California State Em¬ 
ployment Service is permitted to 
^ek a Job through thi.s office, he 
or she is interviewed by a com¬ 
petent staff, Ferguson points out. 

After learning the type of work 
the Job-seeker is suited for, he is 
then classified, and is sent only to 
employers needing the specialized 
services this man or woman can 
perform. 

“The California Employment 
Service is not a relief agency,” 
Ferguson emphasizes. “All re¬ 
ferrals of applicants are made on 
a basis of qualification, only. Em¬ 
ployers are entitled to the best 
qualified persons available for se¬ 
lection.” 

Ferguson points out that his of¬ 
fice has placed the 7000 persons 
awaiting employment under 600 
classifications from which to fur¬ 
nish almost every type of employe 
called for. 

Ferguson says he can supply 
trained and experienced men and 
women for almost every conceiv¬ 
able type of professional, business 
mechanical and skilled work re¬ 
quired by Orange county employ¬ 
ers. There is no charge for this, 
as the employment service is a 
branch of the state government. 

Among the ll.stings in the office 
are the following: chemists, teach¬ 
ers, stenographer.s, typists, office 
managers, certified public account¬ 
ants, cost accountants, bookkeep¬ 
ers, clerks of all types, engineers

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TOWNSEND 

NEWS, VIEWS,

Moat opposition to the Townsend 
plan arises out of a misunder¬ 
standing of its principles and ob¬ 
jectives. Such folks are honest 
and sincere and oppose the Town¬ 
send plan movement out of a con¬ 
cern for good govermnent. The 
obligation of the Townsend organ¬ 
ization is to properly educate such 
citizens to the true purpose and 
principles of the Townsend plan. 
When thoroughly informed, such 
citizens will become boosters in¬ 
stead of opposers of our move¬ 
ment. I am, therefore, quoting 
tonight the following from the 
writings of Dr. Francis E. Town¬ 
send for the benefit of honest 
critics who desire to know the 
truth concerning the Townsend 
plan: 

"TOWNSEND PLAN IN BRIEF" 

"It proposes: To abolish poverty 
in the United States. 

"Since everybody in making a 
living has to sell something—his 
time, his muscle or his goods— 
everybody should be compelled to 
do his share in maintaining the 
market in which he sells his wares 
or services. We propose that ev¬ 
erybody shall pay a gross tax of 
2 per cent on whatever he sells 
each and every 30 days (one 
month). This In effect will be a 
national gross transactions tax, 
which is a gross tax on all in¬ 
come, collectable from business 
firms and all Individuals making 
a living. 

“To wipe out all forms of pub¬ 
lic charity, such as community 
chests, poor farms, poor houses, 
doles, WPA, etc. These are all 
manifestations of a type of civili¬ 
zation that is obsolete. 

“To promote the general welfare 
with this tax money, we demand 
that it shall be collected by the 
federal government and distribut¬ 
ed back Into the channels of trade 
by a system of federal annuities 
paid to the aged citizens of the 
nation above the age of 60—the 
tax money to be pro-rated and 
paid to retired citizens in the full 
net amount collected until they 
are receiving a maximum month¬ 
ly annuity of $200. This annuity 
the old folks will be required by 
law to spend each month for goods 
and services. We believe that 
eight million citizens will Imme¬ 
diately go on the annuity roll. 

"To substitute for the thousand 
and one forms of taxation we now 
have, just one national tax to be 
imposed upon all citizens and non¬ 
citizens who make a living selling 
goods or service* within the na¬ 
tion. 


“The forced spending of annuity 
money will immediately stimulate 
the production of all kinds of 
goods and commodities as well 
as the avenues of distribution. 
Millions of workers below the age 
of 60 will thus be called upon to 
create and transport the new 
wealth of goods. Labor will be 
in great demand. It cein ask and 
receive a just reward for its serv¬ 
ices. 

"To reward labor and service a-s 
liberally as possible at all times 
as is consistent with the mainte¬ 
nance of the profit system. 

"With the federal government 
assuming the function of distribut¬ 
ing buying power to the entire 
population through a federal an¬ 
nuity system as a permanent ob¬ 
ligation, the illegal monopoly over 
the nation’s money and credit, 
held by the federal reserve banks 
and other moneyed institutions, 
will be broken. 

"To bear in mind at all times 
that tax moneys are to be used, 
first of all, to promote and ad¬ 
vance the general welfare of all 
the people. 

"With the shift from pauperism 
to affluence, the old folks of the 
nation, using daily a large propor¬ 
tion of the federal transaction.* 
tax in creating new trade demand, 
will create such demand for work¬ 
ers that the need for charity will 
disappear. All who are able to 
work or serve will find opportu¬ 
nity to do so. He who can and 
will not work, should not be al¬ 
lowed to eat. 

"To take from the control of a 
handful of international bankers 
the monopoly of the money and 
credit of the nation that they now 
hold. 

“With liberal buying power dis¬ 
tributed through the annuity to 
the aged everywhere throughout 
the nation in proportion to the 
population, each community will 
feel the reviving influence of a 
stabilized pro.sperity. Jobs and 
salaries will be procurable by all 
and abject poverty will disappear.” 

I am of the opinion that a care¬ 
ful study of the above analysis 
of the purposes and methods en¬ 
compassed in the Townsend plan 
as made by Dr. Francis E. Town¬ 
send will at least create an under¬ 
standing of the high ideals which 
inspire the doctor and his move¬ 
ment. The economic method pro¬ 
posed when studied will also not 
•seem so cock-eyed as some of Its 
critics contend.

WHO DRIVE CAR

Unfortunately, every county in 
California has its quota of drunk 
drivers, and we find a letter in 
the May issue of the Caiifornia 
Highway Patrolman that may 
help someone who is inclined to i 
"dine not wisely, but too well” to 
confine his drinking to other times 
than when at the wheel of an 
lutomobile. Here it is; I 

"Open Letter to a Dr;:iiken Driver: 

"Sure, you can drive home all 
right. Don’t let ’em feed you any 
of that bunk about letting some¬ 
one else take the wheel. Any time 
old Pete can stand on his two feet 
he can drive an automobile, drunk 
or sober. Watsh a few drinks be¬ 
tween friends, anyhow. You show 
'em who’s going to drive. 

"Pile ’em into the car. That 
sweet little wife of yours, who’s 
such a sweet kid even if she does 
nag you about driving when you 
are drunk, arid that funny couple 
with you who want to take a 
taxicab home. Imagine! Wanting 
to take a cab! Pile ’em in, step on 
the gas. Whoopee! Let’s go places 
. . . let’s see things . . . 

"Brother, you’re not the big 
shot you think you are. You’re 
Just a fuzzy-brained, liquored-up 
obstinate ass with about as much 
right to drive an automobile on 
the public highway as a monkey 
from the zoo would have. 

"I won’t appeal to your reason 
because it’s obvious you haven't 
any. I won’t appeal to your emo¬ 
tions because they’re pickled. 

"I only hope you’ll start to drive 
some night, alone, when you’ve had 
one to many under your belt. Then 
I hope some little emergency will 
arise which your addled brain and 
tumbling hands won’t enable you 
to meet. I hope you'll have an en¬ 
counter with a tree or telephone 
pole that will land you in a police 
cell and your car on a junk heap. 
As you sober up I hope the base¬ 
ness of your continued offenses 
against society will be borne in 
upon you with sickening clarity. 

I hope the newspaper headlines 
will scream out to all your rela¬ 
tives and friends and bu.siness as¬ 
sociates and acquaintances: 
'Prominent Locan Man Gets Drunk 
and Lands in Jail.’ 

“Yes, I hope an all-wise Provi¬ 
dence will arrange I'his little les¬ 
son for you. And soon, before you 
kill somebody, as you surely will 
if you continue to drive while 
drunk.” 

Every reader knows someone of 
the type described in this letter. 
They always can drive just a little 
faster, a little better, even though 
they are almost ready to pour 
back into the barrel, than when 
they are stone sober. 

It is remarkable what a few 
drinks will do to the average in¬ 
dividual. Friends, while it is law¬ 
ful to use liquor under the exist¬ 
ing laws, it is still a violation of 
the law to operate a motor ve¬ 
hicle while under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor or drugs. 

Section 501 of the vehicle code 
will tell you that it is a felony to 
drive while under the influence, 
and in so driving injure some per¬ 
son. Section 502 is a straight 
drunk-driving misdemeanor. 

Remember: Mixing gasoline and 
alcohol will eventually get you a 
ride in the ambulance to the hos¬ 
pital or to the morgue. Is it worth 
the price?

NEW YORK. —■ New York 
statesmen always on the prowl 
for something to tax, have been 
tempted lately to eliminate from 
the state constitution as verboten 
on lotteries and other gambling 
devices. But even as they were 
drooling in joyous anticipation of 
the lug, or take, from the folly 
of the citizens they encountered 
opposition from Reverend clergy 
of various denominations. 

The repeal of the anti-gambling 
section is disapproved by organi¬ 
zations which are themselves ex¬ 
empt from certain onerous taxes 
and which, in many cases, con¬ 
duct gambling events such as 
keno, banko, raffles and disguised 
lotteries to augment their own 
tax-exempt incomes. 

These gambling activites would 
appear to be illegal, but the law 
is subtle, and, moreover, there is 
a disposition to regard the no¬ 
bility of purpose of the games as 
justification. Yet when it is pro¬ 
posed that the state be empow¬ 
ered, though not necessarily re¬ 
quired, to resort to the same 
means of raising money for the 
same purposes, among others, ex¬ 
empt institutions actively oppose 
the suggestion. 

Discussion of any issue in which 
any large religious organization 
is interested is fraught with risk. 
Members of this or that faith 
are inclined to regard the pres-

The 
army had less than half a pound 
of powder to a man. Of cour.se 
they were hopeless. They .saw 
themselves as cannon fodder, noth¬ 
ing more; without a chance of 
winning; with no hope whatever 
of even staving off the enemy un¬ 
til reinforcements could get there. 

"If the Briti.sh knew," began 
the officer who reported the inve.s- 
tigation. 

"Defeat would be just half an 
hour away," finished Wa.shington. 
"We've got to do something about 
it. Those men have got to he 
convineed we can win. or they'll 
never be able to fight." 

That night a large number of 
barrel.s were brought into Cam¬ 
bridge and placed in the army 
magazine. Open at the top, ail 
the men eoiilil see that the bar¬ 
rel.s contained powder. 

"Now," said the troops, "we're 
ready for 'em the blankety-blank 
red-coat.s. I^et 'em come." 

Congress delayed authority to 
make the as.siiiill until the army 
had been well supplied with pow¬ 
der ami Wasliington had his men 
well trained, a determined army. 
Obviously information was carried 
to the British for they ha.stily 
took .ship and .sailcil for Halifax. 

Had lho.se troops known the 
truth that tho.se first barrel.s 
contained a thin layer of powder 
on the to]) of a barrel of sand, 
their morale would have de.serled 
them entirely. What chance would 
there have been for our army? 
By a clever artifice Washington 
lifted the morale of his troops 
and prevented this rata.strophe. 

Wa.shington realized that with 
an army as with a man. success 
eomo.s only to those who believe 
it ' will. 


The news dispatches relating to Fuehrer Adolf Hit¬ 
ler’s visit to Duce Benito Mussolini a short time back said 
that he, Adolf, was unexplainably pale, nervous, preoccu¬ 
pied, distant, and that he didn’t seem to enoy the endless 
ceremonies and pomp and splendor that had been arranged 
at great co.st in his honor. 

But now comes along a more or less private communi¬ 
cation from Italy and rather explains that paleness and 
that preoccupation. It relates that Mussolini,- when pos¬ 
sible, kept a few feet away from Adolf, and that at times 
there was a noticeably wide gap of distance between them 
when they appeared together in public. 

Now Adolf, being human and sensitive, may have 
noticed that fact and wondered. He may have remem¬ 
bered that in his Nazi “bible,” the book called “My Strug¬ 
gle,” he had been quite uncomplimentary to “the short¬ 
legged, dark-skinned, hook-nosed Mediterraneans,” which 
clas.sification includes great numbers of the natives of 
southern Italy. 

And then, finding himself suddenly in the very midst 
of legions composed in large part by such individuals as 
he had described, and each one armed with either a dag¬ 
ger, a pistol or a bayoneted rifle, perhaps he remembered 
v/hat he had written. 

And if, as hinted, Mussolini kept himself a little aloof 
from his honored guest, as if perhaps he himself didn’t 
care to be in the line of fire if some of his “short-legged 
Mediterraneans” commenced to throw harpoons or fire 
grapeshot in the direction of Adolf, why, no wonder Adolf 
couldn’t smile liappily every time a new battleship or bat¬ 
talion hove into view. 

And that explains, too, why all Germany’s flags were 
kept flying for days after the Fuehrer arrived safely home 
on Nazi soil. Some of his colleagues, too, seem to have 
had doubts that he could go twice through Brenner pass 
and remain all in one piece.

THE TOWNSEND PLAN 

To the Editor; The Times re¬ 
ports Rex Thomson, stiperintcnd- 
ent of charities in Los Angele.s 
county, advising the supervisors: 
that the national income in 1929 
was 81 billion dollars, but in ]9.'i2 
fell to 39 billions; and to produce 
$ 6 .j monthly pensions for persons 
over 60, by a 2 per cent tax, would 
require a national income of 500 
billions. 

If Mr. Thom.son had based his 
figures on the estimated annual 
revolutions of a turbine, he could 
scarcely have reached results moie 
foreign to pension facLs, so far 
as the Town.send plan is concei'ned. 

Walter Lippmann laboriously 
reached the learned conclusions 
that the Townsend plan is un¬ 
workable; that $200 per month 
would require $19,200,000,000 to 
jionsion eight million persons over 
60 years of age; and that inas¬ 
much as retail sales total only 
$30,000,000,000 yearly, to raise the 
stated pension would require a 
tax of nearly 70 per cent, instead 
of 2 per cent—computations that 
ignore the transaction ta.x and as 
preposterous as the Thomson cal- 
culation.s. 

Lew Betts, of local fame as an 
economist, in an article on the 
Townsend pension plan, a.ssumed 
that all over 60 years are steadily 
employed, or engaged in pioduc- 
tion; that when all adulLs are pro¬ 
ducing, we have just enough; and 
that if those over 60 cea.sed to 
produce, others who did produce 
would go without necessarie.s—a 
line of rea.soning that starts with 
a clearly fal.se premise, and pro- 
ceefls with obviously illogical in¬ 
ductions. 

Thus do "the best minds" come 
to our rescue, patriotically warn 
of dangers, and point out paths 
that are "safe" and "sound." 

Supporters of the Townsend 
plan, in considering oppo.sition, 
may gather crumbs of comfort 
from these facts: that the 40 lead¬ 
ing nations of the world have old 
age pen.snon .systems; and that 
there arc gioups of reactionaries 
and tories who oppose all pension 
plans a-s inimical and unconstitu¬ 
tional ! 

The Manufac:turer's .Journal 
puhli.shed a typical hostile edl- 
toiial on "The Menace of Okl Age 
F’ension.s," and stre.s.sed the alleged 
"unconstitutional" phase. 

Again. Townsendites may recall 
that most opponents of old age 
pensions never aiivocated anything 
worthwhile for the benefit of the 
American people, but instead re¬ 
sisted all public reforms. 

For in.stance, in our large cities 
exist the only slums tolerated by 
the white race in the civilized 
world.

This includes car¬ 
fare for an attendant, railroad 
fare being paid for both from any 
part of the United States or Can¬ 
ada. 

Invitations are going out from 
the war department'.s “munitions 
building" to a total of 12,000 vet¬ 
erans—9000 from the Union army 
and 3000 confederate. 

The yare .scattered all over the 
continent, many Union veterans 
living in the south and Confeder¬ 
ates in the north. The highest age

CONGRESS VETERAN 

Many members of congress 
fought in the World War, .some 
in the Spanish-American War, hut 
probably none of them ever ex¬ 
perienced such an excruciatingly 
painful moment as B. Carroll 
Reece, able, hard-working con- 
gres.smar, from Tennessee. 

Reece, then a major in the A. 
E. F., had received orders on the 
night of November 10 to take his 
men over the top at 9:15 the next 
morning. But shortly before 9:15 
on the morning of November 11 
rumor percolated up to the front 
lines that at 11 a. m. there would 
be an armistice. 

Reece, therefore, was in a ter¬ 
rible dilemma. He had vi-sions of 
sending his men to death only an 
hour and 45 minutes before the 
World War wa.s over. On the other 
hand, he worried whether the ar¬ 
mistice rumor was unfounded (as 
an earlier rumor had been), and 
that he would be court-martialed 
for not obeying ordeis. 

Finally he told his men to go 
over the top at 9:15 but to find 
the nearest shell-hole and stay 
there. 

This they did. And Major Reece 
sweated in his shell- hole for one 
hour and 45 minutes wondering 
whether there actually would be 
an Armistice, and whether he 
would be court-martialed for not 
taking his objective. 

Note—After the war Reece wa.s 
twice decorated. 

One of the liberal members of 
the Republican house group, Reece 
was largely responsible for the 
important provisions in the new 
Lea bill whereby the Federal 
Trade commission is given wider 
powers under the anti-trust laws.

Difficulties of Coalition 

.4]read3' the difficulties attendant upon forming a 
coalition of dissatisfied elements of the old political 
parties are becoming apparent. Political history relates a 
number of similar situations in United States politics, and 
alwaj's the difficulty was the same: Who will absorb 
whom "i* 

Here and there political units are becoming vocal 
under names such as “New Republicans,” “Old Line Demo¬ 
crats,” and the like. These invite support from the dis¬ 
satisfied element of their opposition party, and volunteer 
a ready-cut name in good working order. 

Party leaders here and there “take a walk” occasion¬ 
ally, but very few ever “fuse” with the old-time opposition. 
They talk angrily about their own party, which has dis¬ 
appointed them, and they make faces, but few if ever 
make an outright declaration of faith in the party of the 
traditional enemy. 

The politicai situation in the United States right now 
is in such a stage of near flux. And, as has been the 
case on several occasions, a third party is springing into 
being and offering itself as a refuge and a vehicle for 
the disgruntled in both the other major parties. 

If history repeats itself, some of the disgruntled from 
both the old parties will make a positive shift and give 
a new declaration of political faith and loyalty. But also, 
if history still repeats itself, the two major parties will 
stage a rip-roaring battle while the new party is being 
bom, and the new party will merely provide one of those 
things the sports writers call “upsets,” which are par¬ 
ticularly disastrous when they occur to political parties. 

This is not a prophecy, but mierely a comment.
